The upward movement in  the price of
securitics in Wall Street at the close of business
yesterday indicates that investors are bogin-
ping to realize the unusual opportunity upencd
to thew by the recent declive. As the excite-
 ent becowes allayed, and coutideuce restored,

prices naturally sdvance. Thero were no mote
large failures yesterday, and no tronble was ex-
perienced by any of the banks. The Newark
Savings Institution failed, but the eflect even in
that city was comparatively small, a8 the Tuatitn-
tion onee before elosed its doors. The savings
banks in this city were all prepared to meet any
senseless run that might be made upon them,
but fortunately the depositors, with few ex-
ceptions, realized the folly of such a conrse,
The outlook in business and financial eircles is
steadily improving, and all eause for further

alarm seems to have passed.

The Legislature which closed its work at
Albany yesterday proved to be more of a de-
liberative body than any of its predecessom for
many years, It passed 509 bills, while the
Democratic Legislature of 18583 passed 65%,
Many important reforms have been carried out
this year; but with the exception of the Civil
Serviee bill, there is scarcely anything credit-
able to show for the session of 1853 ; and the

The best proof that could be given that busi-
ness generally is not in an unhealthy eondition
lies in the fuct that the disturbanees in Wall
Strect elicited no echoes elsewhere, The country
looked on ealmly, perhaps with some  astonish-
ment, but there was no eontagion ontside of
New-York. The plain truth is that when a man
has been living very temperately for a consid-
erable time, there is little danger of " the diftu-
sion of a local inflammation in his system ; and
this is the case with the country, Dusiness has
for three years and more been steadily seftling
down to bed-tock conditions. The water has
been squeezed out of a great many CHlETprises
during that period, and wany men whose ae-
cutnulations consisted largely in fletitions val-
ues have found themselves  poorer for the
change, But while buosiness  has had no
# hoomes,” and the tendeney has been disconrag-
ing, whatever has been done has been done ou a
solid basis,

Senator Sherman is quite right when he gays
that *the country is not in anything like the
& eondition in which it was in 15873, when the
“ financial crash of that YWhr came.” Then
everything was expanded. Now everything is
coutracted. Cool examination will show thet
niost of the recent failures were rendered inev-
ituble by the misculeulations of the parties
themselves, They clung to the belief that funcy
prices would soon return, and so loaded thew-
selves with secarities which, when panie prices
supervened, turged to dry leaves in their hands,
like the fairy money of the vuvsery tales,  Dal
these failures have not aftecled the country
generilly, beenuse it hnd alroady adapted itsell
to the situation, bad abandoned specnlation,
and stood solidly upon real values and trans
actions in entities, =

The recent limited eonvuolsion, therelore,
must be interpreted, not as the beginuing ol a
witespread disturbance, but as the termination
of an ervof unsafe speculation, A general panie
at a time like the present would be impossible,
There isno stringency in the money market,
pol®ithstundivg the temporary difticulty of
negotiating loups on the Street.  Capital is
really cheap and plentifol, prices we low,
ucarly all business rests upon sctual values, nud

The |

there is consequently nothing for a panie to
tuke hold apon,

This disturbance, however, will have the
eftect of improving the health of Wall Street,
It will shake all the nonsense ont of operators,
put an end to wildeat speculation, and for a
time at least canse good propertidh to he rated
ot their feal value. The country will lose
nothing if its distrust of Wall Street methods
renders it even mwore cautions than it has
shown itself of late. There will be abundant
sympathy for the firms that have failed
through ne fault of their own, but none at all
for those who owe their downfall to reckless
specnlation and tampering with  fiductary posi-
tions.

JUGOLING WITH TALUES,

The veernt ey in Wall Street, while illns-
tratine the natural results of illegitimate specu-
lation, also shows clearly the fantastie character
of some of the conditions under which husiness
s dove on the street,  The suspension of the
firm of Fisk & Hateh is n case in point,  This
wis 1 conservative house. not given to speenla-
tion, hnt preferring a steady and =olid husiness
in sound secarities, especially governments, Tt
was foreed 1o close its doors beeanse a wholly
irrational and senseless panie had  depressed
government bonis and depreciated  the market
value of wvarous other sterling  securities.
W hatever basis of confidence and value any of
these seenritios ever possessed they vetained
undiminished when their decline foreed Fisk N
Hatel to the wall. The bonds of the United
States are justly regarded in the exchanges of
Europe as gitt-edged, and the estimation in
which they are held was shown during the
panie by the prompt transmission of large or-
ders to parehase on the (alling market. Many
of the railrond stocks which were earried down
in the general fall of prices are almost equally
sound.  They represent lines making large
earnings und paving dividends, and nothing
can be more eceriain than that this class of
property will eontinue to appreciate,

A SHAMEFCL VERDICT,

The wequitial of Wheeler for the mnrder of
Matthews is one of those disgraceful verdicts
which have come to be characteristic ot the
South. The killing of Matthews was shown to
have been premeditated,  deliberate, and for
politieal eftect, 1t was a cow apdly, treacherous
slatghiter by aomian who had pretended to be
the friend of his victim. There was uo opening
for the plea of self-defence, for thers had boen
no quarrel between the men.  The evidence
showed that Matthews was condemuedd (o death
by a politieal eabul, and that the whole deed
was ona par with those Irish assassinations
which have provoked the indignation and dis-
gust of the eivilized world,  Matthews was
doomed to death in cold blood for the purpose
of terifying the colored voters and keeping
them from the polls, and unhappily such erimes
have been ouly too common in many of the
Sonthern States, while the  immunity extended
to their perpetrators has diftused the responsi-
bility for them over the eommunities which
have given practical indorsement to them by
verdicts of not guilty.

There are no donbt Sonthern men who disap-
prove of the spivit that finils expression in snch
ontrages, bt they cannot  be vegarded as rep-
resenting the dominant @ntiment of their 2ee-
tion, inasmuch as their counsel is never fol-
lowed by the Tntter. The people of the North
are compelled to conchude that the ruling cle-
ments at the Sonth are in sympathy with the
desperate and lawless methods s0 frequently
cmploy el to prevent the eolored vote from
having its due weight in the elections. The
North is, in the light of such events as this,
foreed to believe that in the coming Presiden-
tinl campaign the Soathern Democrats will have
reconyse to the old evil practices by which in
the past they have uudertaken to seeure a
wSatid Sonth ™ for their ticker. There is no
desire ot the North to perpetoate this appre-

ITALY A4ND THE CONFERENCE.

The prominent part taken by Italy in the ne-
gotiations for the Conference will not snplise
any one whao is fumiline with Enropean politics.
Cavont's sreatest stroke was his participation in
a war which did not econcern hiz Government.
To send a few Sardinian regiments  fo the
Crimen to assist the Allies secmerd at the fime a
Quixotic adventure ; bt when the Enmopean
Poners were represented inethe Congress of
Puris there was Cavour, fairly entitled toa voiee
in the deliberations and in a position to rais
the Italinn question at the feste opportunity.
This was a precedent, which his suecessors
fathinlly followed. ‘The Talian Gevernment
has never neglected any chance offered by the
diplomaey of Enrope.
